Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hickey 
et al. (6,359,022). 

Hickey et al. disclose polyurethane foams, polyol premixes, and blowing agent 
mixtures which read on the compositions and methods claimed (see the entire 
document). The combinations recited and the respective amounts are particularly 
taught or are readily envisioned by the recited combinations and methods disclosed. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tucker 
etal. (5,883, 146). 

Tucker et al. discloses polyurethane foanns, polyol premixes, and blowing agent 
mixtures which read on the compositions and methods claimed (see the entire 
document). The combinations recited and the respective amounts are particulariy 
taught or are readily envisioned by the recited combinations and methods disclosed. 
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Claims 1-8, 10, 12. 13, 15-21, 23-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Richard et al.(5,162,381). 

Richard et al. discloses polyurethane foams, polyol premixes, and blowing agent 
mixtures including nucleating agents which read on the compositions and methods 
claimed (see the entire document). The combinations recited and the respective 
amounts are particularly taught or are readily envisioned by the recited combinations 
and methods disclosed.
